BACON SERVES NOTICE

President Loses His Pet Provi- 
sions---Reluctantly Agrees to 
Keep the Democrats in Good 
Humor---Firm Stand of Bacon 
and Other Democrats Results 
in Signal Victory.

Washington, June 9.—(8pecial.)— 
The stock and bond control sections 
in~the railroad bill will not be in- 
sisted upon by President Taft. 

Senator Bacon and other southern 
democrats today served notice on the 
senate conferees on the railroad bill 
that they would hold congress in ses- 
sion until frost comes before they 
would consent to having the stocks, 
bonds and capitalizations sections of 
the railroad bill restored in confer- 
ence. 

Taft Reluctantly Yields to Democrats. 

These were provisions which Presi- 
dent Taft was particularly anxious to 
have retained; it resulted in a hurried 
trip to-the white house by Senators 
Aldrich and Elkins and a conference 
with the president. The question was 
put directly before the chief éxecutive 
and he was informed that the demo- 
ereta.aere determined and positive in 
their stand. He reluctantly agreed 
pot to insist on the objectionable para- 
graph being retained. 

Bacon Wins His Fight. 

The firm stand of Senator Bacon 
and other democrats and the convic- 
tion that they would varry out their 
fhreat results in the most signal vic- 
tory.

FEELING OF RESENTMENT 
AT NEBRASKAN'S ACTION 


Harmon’s Supporters Contend 
That in Playing Hands Off in 
Senatorial Question, the Gov- 
ernor Is Acting With Wisdom. 
Democratic Leaders Standing 
Hard by the Governor.

Washington, June 9.—(Special.)— 
Democratic members of the Ohio dele- 
gation in congress take the side of 
Governor Harmon in the controversy 
with Mr. Bryan over convention nom- 
ination of a candidate against Senator 
Dick for United States senator. They 
believe the governor's course is right 

The comments of the Buckeye 
democrats are quite parliamentary. 
They recognize the great ability ef 
Mr. Bryan and his honesty, but there 
is an underlying feeling of resentment 
that he should have injected an 
element of discord into the party in 

io just at this propitious moment. 

“A very regrettable mistake,’ is what 
Representative Cox, of the Dayton, 
Ohio, district says of the Nebraskan’s 
statement in The Commoner. 

Not Blind te Bryan’s Mistakes. 


He continued: “I have great respect 
for Mr. Bryan’s ability and esteem him 
personally, but that does not blind m2 
to his mistakes. 

“Governor Harmon’s conception of 
ccnstitutioral proprieties has been one 
of his most striking elements of 
strength. I yield to no man in the 
firm belief that the framers of our con- 
stitution made a serious mistake in not 
Piacing the election of United States 
senators directly in the hands of the 
people, and public, opinion should be 
kept aroused to the importance of -a« 
constitutional amendment which will 
bring this about. 

“Until that eventuates, however, we 
do not want to indulge in any make- 
shift. : 

“Mr. Bryan, Il am sure, regards party 
success with honor superior to the ex- 
ploHation of his persqnal policies. and 
when he observes that the democracy 
of the state, while still] holding for htm 
a full Measure of confidence and re- 
spect, nevertheless, takes action in cuon- 
fifet with his suggestion, he will con- 
cede that it proceeded with wisd@ 2m.” 

Stand Squarely by Harmon. 

Other Ohio representatives in: con- 
gress who are standing up squarely 
with the governor in his position are 
Representatives Timothy T. Ansberry, 
Matthew R. Denver, William A. Ash- 
brook, and William G. Sharp. 

“It would have been a great mistake 
for Governor Harmon to have attempt- 
ed to dictate his political ideas to the 
State committec on the senatorial ques- 
oH when it met recently to issue the 
call. 

“Governor Harmon is the chief ex- 
ecutive of a great state, and his duties 
as such furnish him plenty of employ- 
ment without arrogating to himself the 
duties of a political boss. 

“I do not believe at this time that 
the senatorial question should be ins» 
jected into the state campaign. Ags to 
the charge that Governor Harmon’ i¢’ 
responsible one way or another, and 
that the people will so hold him, I very 
much doubt. The people of Ohio wil} 
hold Governor Harmon responsible 
when he gives an account of his stew- 
ardship for a proper discharge of the 
constitutional obligations of his office, 
and the selection of a United States 
senator is not one of them.” 

Denver With Harmon. 

Representative Denver, of Wilming- 
ton, is another Ohio democrat who 
takes issue with Bryan. He expressed 
himself as follows: 

“I belfeve it would be unwise for the 
Ohio democrats at their coming con- 
vention to name a candidate for United 
States senator, and under the existing 
circumstances I would oppose any such 
course.” 

Mr. Ashbrook says he regards Mr. 
Bryan as one of the greatest men this 
country has ever produced, and does 
not believe the Nebraskan would have 
made the statement he did if familiar 
with conditions in Ohio. A nomination 
in convention would be poor politics 
this year, he thinks, and jeopardize ‘the 
chances of the democratic nominee for 
senator. 

While admitting that Mr. Bryan is 
right in principle, Mr. Sharp says the 
correct application of the _ principle 
would have been in securing an ex- 
pression by the voters at the primarics.

Step Toward Establish- 
ment of Central Bank. 


Measure Already Has Passed 
the Senate--- Findley Substi- 
tute Voted Down --- Brantley 
Explains Reason for His Op- 
position to the Bill.

Washington, June 9.—(Special.)—By 
the overwhelming vote of 195 to 101 
the house today passed the postal sav- 
ings bank bill. Twenty-four democrats 
joined the republicans in voting for the 
final passage of the Dill. 

The democratic substitute for the bill 
of the majority was rejected, 113 to 
196. This action followed an entire 
session devoted to a debate upon the 
subject of postal savings bank legisia- 


tion. 

The measure has already passed the 
wenaté: Having beén” introduced ‘there 
by. Senator Carter, of Montana. Agteec- 
ment between the two houses in con- 
ference gill net be difficult. 

Central Bank Certain. 

This legislation is expected to place 
in the hands of government for safe- 
keeping or investment in government 
bonds several billions of dollars. As 
an incident to the safe-keeping of 
this vast sum it is predicted that a 
central bank will inevitably be or- 
ganized; in fact, that ore will be al- 
most imperative. 

The democratic substitute was offer- 
ed by Finley, of South Carolina, mak- 
ing mandatory the deposit of postal 
savings in the banks of communities 
where the money originally came into 
sight. This bill received the votes of 
all the Georgia representatives except- 
ing Representative Brantley, the latter 
holding the whole legislation unconstli- 
tutional. Representatives Bartlett and 
Hardwick were paired. Had he been 
able to vote, Mr. Bartlett would have 
voted against both bills. 

Representative Brantley, in explain- 
ing why he consistently voted against 
postal savings banks, said; 

Brantiey Opposed Measure. 

“The proposed iegisiation is clearly 
unconstitutional; one of. the most revo- 
lutionary proposed in forty years: 
dangerous for the sections of the coun- 
try remote from the financial centers, 
and a step in the direction of a central 
bank. I cannot vote for it. 

“In an attempt to make dt constitu- 
tional, the feeble subterfuge was used 
that at some time the postal deposits 
may be invested in bonds of the United 
States. This substitute was proposed 
by a number of democrats requiring 
that 95 per cent of the deposits . be 
loaned to the banks in the community 
in which deposited. On these deposits 
the banks would pay 2% per cent in- 
terest and then turn around and loan 
the same money to the people again -for 
8 per cent. All that would be necessary 
to equip the government for going into 
the banking business on a mammoth 
scale would be the. selection of a dis- 
count board, to have charge of loaning 
this postal savings money directly to 
the people. Such a move would put out 
of business every bank in the coun- 


try.”

The 
work now being done by the Georgia 
Conservation Association was also 
promised support in a_ resolution 
adopted. 

During the afternoon session a pub- 
licity committee, composed of Walter 
G. Cooper, of Atlanta; George B. Klein, 
of Moultrie; J. W. Greer, of Tifton; A. 
B. Mobley, of Monroe, and W. H. Leahy, 


of Atlanta, was appointed. 
Number of Interesting Speeches. 
While the permanent organization 
committee was at work during the 


morning session, a number of short 
talks all along the line of the benefits 
to be derived from advertising Geor- 
gia’s advantages, were listened to. 

Mayor Maddox made a talk which 
was one of the features of the meet- 
ing. He stated that he recently made 
a tour through the northwest and was 
told that within the past four years 
more than 250,000 residents of the 
United States had moved into Canada 
because the farming lands in that por- 
tion of the United States had become 
so high that farming was no longer 
profitable. Hundreds of these, the 
epeaker said, might have been brought 
to Georgia had the state been adver- 
tised as it might. 

Mayor N. F. Tift, of Albany, was 
another who made a most interesting 
talk. He spoke of the advantages 
which south Georgia had to offer; 
showed how a small advertising cam- 
paign had raised prices around Albany, 
and predicted great things for the fu- 
ture of the organization, which wes 
being formed. 

Edwin L. Quarles, secretary of the 
Southern Commercial Congress, _ told 
of the work which this organization is 
now doing, and showed that the state 
organization of commercial bodies 
should be a connecting link between 
the organizations of the different 
cities and the southern body, which 
has its headquarters in Washington. 


Mr. Clark Makes Talk. 


Z. H. Clark, with whom originated 
the idea of the state organization, 
made a short talk, which proved to be 
one of the most interesting of all 
those delivered. He said that unity of 
action and cooperation are the key- 
notes to the situation. He showed how 
great will be the benefits’ to be de- 
rived from a proper exploitation of 
Georgia advantages; and enthusiast- 
ically predicted great results from the 
work which is just beginning. 

The morning session was adjourned 
shortly before 1 o’clock. The after- 
noon meeting was convened at 3:30 
and 
special cars were found in waiting 
to carry \the visitors and others pres- 
ent to 1e Piedmont Driving Club, 
where delightful dinner was served 
in the ball rogm.

central portion of the state. 


At this meeting the executive com-. 


mittee will decide upon the best method 
of securing finances for carrying on 
the work, which has been mapped 
out. It was suggested by Z. H. Clark, 
that each county be charged an en- 
trance fee of not less than $100, after 
which each would subscribe in pro- 
portion to the amount of advertising 
each wished to receive. It is thought 
likely that this plan will be adopted.

MAGNIFICENT ROAD SYSTEM 


By Frank Weldon. 

Brunswick, Ga., June 9$.—(Special.)— 
Glynn county is interested in improved- 
roads generally, and in a north and 
south and an east and west road par- 
ticularly. 

Brunswick's progressive men have 
been helping the movement to:.get a 
good touring highway between Sa- 
vannah and Jacksonville. They realize 
that it would be a good thing for their 
city and county. There are thousands 
of motorists who have no long roads 
to tour in the winter months. They 
want to bring their cars south but 
their complaint has been that our roads 
were not consistently good. 

Augusta, Savannah, Brunswick and 
Jacksonville are cooperating to make 
an ideal winter tour through this part 
of the state. There is a very good 
road for 260 miles out of Augusta, 
going north. When the road from Au- 
gusta to Jacksonville is completed, 
that will add 300 miles more, making 
a 560-mile tour from Pinehurst to St. 
Augustine. 

Brunswick will be a logical place 
for motor tourists to spend the night— 
and a day or two. 

Other night stops going north 
be Savannah, Augusta, Camden 
Pinehurst. 

The runs would be: Jacksonville to 
Brunswick, 100 miles; Brunswick to 
Savannah, 70 miles; Savannah to. Au- 
gusta, 137 miles; Augusta to Camden, 
115 miles; Camden to Pinehurst, 140 
miles, 

“We have a fine port and a prolific 
soil,” said Albert Fendig today. “We 
want to develop our local térritory 
immediately around Brtmnswick and 
we appreciate the value of good roads. 
The papers which are pushing this 
campaign for state-wide improvement 
of our highways are doing Georgia a 
splendid service. Our county is in- 
tensely interested in getting good 
roads to connect with Savannah, At- 
lanta and Jacksonville. The roads 
will bring the tourists and tourists 
bring investments. 

“Brunswick offers many opportuni- 
ties for manufacturing enterprises and 
for large mercantile establishments. 
We have deep water, a fine harbor and 
direct rai] lines to the iron and coal 
fields. Land here is still cheap. Only 
@ small part of it has been cultivated. 

“We are just resuming the cultiva- 
tion of sea island cotton, which was 
abandoned around here after the war. 
Our sol] and climate are guperb for 
market gardening. This coast country 
is America's early garden, and truck 
growers can find few spots so favor- 
ably located for their business as the 
coast counties of Georgia.” 

Speaking of the proposed endurance 
contest around the state next Novem- 
ber, Mr. Fendig says: “Brunswick will 
certainly put in some cars and do her 
part. I think it is a fine idea,” 

E. H. Mason, cashier of the National 
Bank of Brunswick, is another of the 
group of Brunswick’s builders—with a 
big B. He and Mr. Fendig took the 
correspondent in the former’s Maxwell, 
out over the shell roads to see an 
experiment farm which the  public- 
spirited business men are operating a 
few miles from town, 

Glynn’s shell roads are fine but ex- 
pensive, costing $2,000 a mile to build 
and $150 per mile annually to keep up. 
The ceunty has eight miles shelled on 
the way to Waycross and Atlanta. The 
same road is a link in the route to 
Jacksonville. On the way to Darien, 
four miles are shelled, five miles are 
sandy and five miles are fair country 
road. 

“We are anxious to get good roads 
all over the county,” sald Mr. Mason, 


will

“and we are pushing the improvement 
of the north and south road every 
chance we get. Glynn will cooperate 
with the other counties in bufiding im- 
proved roads.” 

Chairman Wright, of the county com- 
missioners, stated that Glynn is getting 
ready to build sand clay roads. It 
has long been known that there Is 
clay in the western part of the county, 
but it is only recently that clay has 
been found in quantity near the coast. 

The office of public roads under the 
United States department of agricult- 
ure sent an expert here a few weeks 
ago and he reported plenty of clay. 
This was good news for Glynn and the 
commissioners figure that they can 
build five miles of clay road for what 
one mile of shell road costs. . Shells 
are getting scarce here. It' takes 35,- 
000 bushels of shells for a mile of road, 
The shells cost 2% cents a bushel and 
by the time they are hauled and spread 
the cost runs up to 5 cents a bushel, 
or $1,750 a mile. And that does not 
include the grading. 

Judge A. H. Cravatt is one of Brun- 
swick’s most effectual workers. His 
influence is always for progressive 
movements, and general road improve- 
ment appeals to him. 

“This press campaign means millions 
for Georgia. It is bound to be a pow- 
erful stimulus for the development of 
the state. Georgia needs better roads. 
She has enough convicts now at work 
to build 10,000 miles of fine highways 
in a few years. Ten years from now 
there ought to be one mile of improved 
road for nearly every .square mile.of 
territory from the Florida line to the 
mountains. 

“Brunswick will be in full accord 
with the work and this county will 
keep pace with the most progressive.”

Bar Association. 


With the Biggest Attendance 
in the History of the Asso- 
ciation --- Attractive Program 
Arranged. 


Athens, Ga., June 9%.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia Bar Association convened 
in the Classic City this morning with 
a splendid attendance, and when Presi- 
dent T. M. Cunningham, Jr., of Sa- 
vannah, called the convention to or- 
der itn the university chapel, the his- 
toric building was well filled with 
members of the association and friends 
who had gathered to hear the open- 
ing addresses of the session. 

The opening meeting of the con- 
vention was called to order this morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock by President Cun- 
ningham, who introduced Hon. Alex W. 
Smith, of Atlanta, who outlined the 
purposes of the convention and detail- 
ed the general discussion which the 
convention would undertake. Mr 
Smith quoted several well-known au- 
thorities as to the necessity for legal 
reform and stated the object of the 
convention's discussion to be judicial 
| procedure and law reform, as applied 
to Georgia. Practically the entire 
session will be devoted to this impor- 
tant subject. 

A program has been arranged by 
Judge Andrew Cobb, by which many 
of the leading lawyers and judges of 
the state.will be heard during the 
convention on this subject, and in or- 
der to get the greatest benefits of 
the discussion there will be arguments 
against as well as for legal reform 
and the means of securing it. 

Cunningham’s Address. 


President T. M. Cunningham, Jr., of 
Savannah, read the annual opening 
address of the convention, taking for 
his subject “The Problems of the 
Hour.”

AT UNIVERSITY 


ChancellorBarrowMakes 
Report of Year’s Work. 


Board of Trustees Convene in 
Athens to Hear Reports From 
Various Sources --- Governor 
Brown to Attend Meetings 
of the Board. : 


Athens, Ga., June $.—(Special.)—Ex- 
Governor Henry D. McDaniel presided 
at the opening session of the board of 
trustees of the university today, the 
following members being present: 

Clark Howell, Atlanta; William E. 
Simmons, Lawrenceville; Hamilton Mc- 
Whorter, Athens; Samuel B. Adams, 
Savannah; Byron B. Bower, Bainbridge; 
Henry Parsons, Talbotton; John T. 
Newton, Madison; Howard Thompson, 
Gainesville: Bowdre Phinizy, Augusta; 
James Whiie, Harry Hodgson, Athens; 
Nathaniel Harris, Macon; Peter W. 
Meldrim, Savannah; Theodore Atkin- 
son, Newnan. 

For the first time Hon. Theodore At- 
kinson, chairman of commissioners of 
the Georgia Normal and Industrial col- 
lege at Milledgeville, took his seat 


with the board. 
' ‘The reports of the chancelgor, dean 
and president cf the Agricultural col- 
lege were presented to the board, and 
Friday the board will spend the day 
in hearing committee reports. 
Governor Brown will reach the city 
Friday and will attend the session of 
the board for the remainder of the 
time. At the session today Hon. N. 
KE. Harris presented the reports for 
the Georgia School of Technology, 
showing a steady growth and good 
condition, and Hon. Peter W. Meldrim, 
of Savannah, read the report for the 
Industrial college at Savannah. 


Chancellor Barrow’s Report. 


The annual report of the chancellor 
incorporated some interesting facts, 
and the growth of the state institution 
is shown to have been most gratifying. 
while in every way the standard has 
been improved and the scope of the 
great system enlarged. 

In presenting his annual report to 
the board of trustees, Chancellor David 
C. Barrow also touched upon the re- 
ports of Dean Snelling, of the uni- 
versity, and President Andrew 
Soule, of the State College of Agricul- 
ture. 

“Our registration in the longer 
courses reached 531; that of the cot- 
ton school 57, and that of the sum- 
mer schoo] 367, so that a total of 
955 young people have received _in- 
struction on the campus during the 
past year. This is the largest number 
we have ever enrolled and certainly 
it is the best prepared student body 
we have ever had in the university.” 


Course in Commerce. 


Chancellor Hill recommended that a 
course of study which should lead to a 
degree in éommerce should be inaugu- 
rated in the university. 

“If it is found that the means avail- 

able are not sufficient, I trust that the 
legislature will be urged to make a 
small appropriation for this purpose. 
) “It is my opinion that one additional 
professor in charge of business admin- 
istration and an instructor in commer- 
cial law will be sufficient additions to 
our present faculty to enable us to be- 
gin this course. 


Secondary Education. 

“The importance of the work which 
the university is doing for secondary 
education becomes yearly more ap- 
parent. 

“The university has long endeavored 
to fix standards reasonably adjusted to 
the ability of the schools, by which 
these schools could be encouraged. 
That some measure of success is at- 
tending this endeavor means much for 
education in the state. 


Graduate Work. 


“Up to this time the educationa] sit- 
uation has been such that it was 
necessary to expend the energy of the 
university on undergraduate work. 
This has been done, and so successfully 
done, that the Bachelor’s degree of the 
university takes its rank with the best. 

“Some extensions may be made as 
we are able to add new courses, but 
we are already doing excellent work. 

“It is my opinion, however, that 
some one member of the faculty should 
te selected who will give his thought 
and time to this work, will see that it 
is presented to young men seeking ad- 
vanced courses, and become responsible 
for the school. 

“I therefore recommend that Profes- 
sor Willis H. Bocock be made dean 
of the graduate school and charged 
tae the duty of caring for its develop- 
ment. 


Professional Work. 


“We are doing all in the line of pro- 
fessional training that we can do witk 
Our meagre funds. The law schoo! is 
well in advance of the legal status of 
admission to the bar. 

“T suggest that some financial aid be 
extended to the schoo} so that books 
may be purchased and also that pro- 
vision be made for some one to take 
charge of the books we now possess, 
so that students may have ready ac- 
cess to them.

Dean Snelling made a thorough and 
concise report of the work under his 
supervision, and the showing of this 
department ranks with that of any uni- 
versity in the country, as does that of 
the rest of the university. In attend- 
ance, punctuality and conduct, the gtu- 
dent body has proven to be of unusual- 
ly high character during the past year 
and the figures show that the men who 
are in attendance performed their du- 
ties most faithfully. The scholarship 
is also noted as improving steadily, and 
as will be seen by reference to the 
chancellor’s report, credit is given the 
high schools of the state for higher 
standards than ever before. 

In connection with the scholarship 
and attendance of the students, Dean 
Snelling prepared figures of interest 
concerning the student body of the 
university, and it can be readily seen 
that the average student is not only 
older than is usually the case in the 
State University, but the freshman 
class shows an increased age, which 
speaks well for the character of the 
men and their abflity to properly as- 
similate the college education.

CONSOLIDAT 
AD TO SCHOOL 


Action Informally Dis- 
cussed by Board Members. 


Boards of Education of the City 
and the County May Formally 
Consider Consolidation of the 
Systems---System Works Well 
in Other Parts of the State. 


The consolidation of the school sys- 
tems of Atlanta and Fulton oounty is 
a question which the boards of educa- 
tion of the city and county may take 
up for formal discussion in the near 
future. 

While neither the city nor the coun- 
ty board has discussed the proposition 
of consolidating the systems in formel 
session, it is stated that members. of 
each board favor taking such action; 


best interests of both the city and the 
county, and that several of the board 
members have discussed the question 
informally aemong themselves. -« 

Although it is believed that the 
boards will eventually take the prop- 
osition up for formal discussion, it is 
not believed by those most closely as- 
sociated with tke two school systems 
hat any definite action will be taken 
in the immediate future, an? those who 
favor joining the two systems do rot 
believe it could be done successfully 
at once. 

‘“T believe the consolidation of the 
city system with the county system 
would be the best thing that could 
happen to the city and county from 
an educational standpoint,” said a citi- 
zen Thursday afternoon. “It would 
mean a uniform system of text-books 
for every school in the county, which 
would save a large amount of money 
for patrons of both systems. Each year 
probably five hundred or six hundred 
children are moved from the _ city 
schools to the county schools, or vice 
versa, and the expense of this change 
in the purchase of new school books 
can be readily seen. The qnestion of 
combining the two systems has been 
discussed informally among _ school 
officials from time to time.” 

The consolidation of the two sys- 
tems has twice been recommended by 
Fulton county grand juries as a wise 
step for the school officials of this 
county to take. 

In the other counties of the state, 
where large cities are located, the 
school systems of the cities have been 
combined with the school systems of 
the counties, and the arrangement 
has worked out most _ satisfactorily. 
This is true especially of Savannah, in 
Chatham county; Macon, in Bibb coun- 
ty, and Augusta, in Richmend county.
